respectively The United Provinces seems to "have suffered least of all tlie 
provinces, tlie decline in this case being only a little under 35 pep cent 
The production of sugaicane which has been increasing rapidly in India in 
the last two or tlnee yeais and the prices of which are compaiatively fairly 
remunerative is responsible, to some extent, for the smallness of the decline 
in the case of the United Piovmces Taking these eight provinces together, 
the fall in the agricultuial mcome amounts tq a little over 47 pei cent Thus 
it can be said that the mcome of the cultivatois m India has been reduced by 
nearly a half m 1931-32 as compared with 1928-29 As the bulk of the popula- 
tion m India bves on agncultuie, this has a very impoitant bearing on the pur- 
chasing power and the economic welfaie of India as a whole It may be 
remarked, however, that, as fai as the foodcrops aie concerned, the agricul- 
turist consumes a certam poition of the crop which he grows and, to that 
extent, it may be held that the fall in prices of foodstuffs does, not affect him 
The proceeds which he obtains from his sgrplus are, ho\yever, reduced by the 
fall m prices and it is fiom such reduced proceeds that he has to meet his cash 
payments which are more or less fixed, e g , rent, interests on debts, etc In 
the end, therefore, the balance left after meeting his fixed cash payments is 
severely contracted and ipso facto his ability to buy mdustnal goods is 
consideiably reduced 

Imports and exports — The total value of the imports of merchandise 
into British India during 1932-33 amounted to 11133 crores and that of exports 
to 33,136 crores Gompaied with the piecedmg yeai, there was an improvement 
of 337 ciores oi 5 pei cent m the case of imports, while there was a deohne of 
3125 crores or 15 per cent under exports On the import side there was an 
improvement noticeable in India’s demand foi foreign textiles The increase 
recorded under this head amounted to one of 1112 crores on a total of 3135 
crores recorded m 1931-32 Expressed m percentages, this meant an advance 
of 34 per cent over the figures for 1931-32 and of 13 per cent over those of 1930- 
31 The advance under the textile group was primarily the result of larger 
imports of cotton piecegoods, the total receipts of which amounted to 1,225 
million yards valued at 3121,26 lakhs as compared with 776 million yards 
valued at 3114,67 lakhs in 1931-32 All the principal descriptions of cotton 
piecegoods participated in this improvement, grey goods increasing by 107 
million yards, whites by 133 million yards and colouied by 202 million yards 
Imports from the United Kingdom as well as Japan recorded advances under 
all the descriptions Arrivals of cotton twist and yarn also rose from 31 6 
million lbs valued at 332,99 lakhs to 45 1 million lbs valued at 313,79 lakhs 
There were concurrent advances under some of the other important items 
mcluded m the textile group — notably an increase of 311,59 lakhs under silk 
raw and manufactured, of 111,34 lakhs under wool and woollens and of 3172 
lakhs under artificial silk (including yarn and goods of artificial sdk mixed 
with other materials) Owing to increased finer spinning m the local mills the 
imports of raw cotton lose still further from 79,000 tons to 85,000 tons Under 
the metals gioup there was a decline of 335 lakhs Imports of iron and steel 
fell from 371,000 tons to 326,000 tons m quantity and from 336,32 lakhs to 
315,30 lakhs, m value UndeL machinery and mill work there was a decline 
of 33 38 lakhs, although sugar and textile machinery lecorded mcreases 
The value of hardware imported advanced from 112,61 lakhs to 112,99 lakhs, 
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Tho year witnessed a further diminution in the nnporU of motor vehicles 
from £2 80 laths to £2 43 laths, the number of motor cam imported having 
fallen lrom 7,220 to 6,201 and that of omnibuses from 4 302 to 2 676 Con 
comitantly with tho reduction under motor vehiclee the value of the imports 
of rubber manufactures also declined from 1*2,22 laths to £l 06 laths 3famly 
as a result of tho increased local production under the shelter of the pro 
tective duty, India s requirements of foreign sugar of all lands fell from 560 CCO 
tons valued at £0 1C* lakhs to 401,000 tons valued at R4,2S laths Armais 
of mineral oils also dfeolmed from 217 million gallons to 188 million gallons 
and in valuo from £9 04 lakhs to £6 70 lakhs Imports of kerosene oil 
declined from 85* 7 million gallons to 69*5 million gallons, while those of fuel 
oils advanced from 100 8 million gallons to 104 6 million gallons Consign* 
monte of provisions also contracted from £3 41 lakhs to £2 93 chiefly 
due to a foiling off in the valuo on vegetable products, condensed mflV and 
farinaceous foods Imports of paper and pasteboard recorded an improve- 
ment of 449 000 owts m quantity and of 1130 lakhs m value Arrivals of 
wheat fell away from 111 300 tons to S3 600 tons in quantity and from B73 
lakhs to £29 lakhs in value 


On the erport side the outstanding feature was a further slump m tho 
raw cotton trade due to comparatively high prices of the Indian staples 
Despatches of raw cotton fell from 2 369 000 balee valued at £23 crorci to 
2 063 000 bales valued at £20 crorea. Cotton manufactures (molucCng twist 
and yam) recorded a decline of BlJ crorea and amounted to £3 crorea Ex 
porta of twist and yam receded from 22 million lbs to 16 million lbs in quan- 
tity and from Rl 28 lakhs to £79 lakhs in value Owing to severe competition 
from Japan in praotioally all the usual markets abroad shipments of Indian 
cotton piecegoods dropped from 104 6 million yards worth £5,24 lakhs to 
06 4 million yards worth £2 09 lakhs The downward movement in the 
export trade m jute continued during the year and the decline m the value 
of raw and manufactured jute exported amounted to one of aboat £2^ crores 
Shipment® of raw jut© declined from 3 285 000 boles to 3 163 000 boles in quan- 
tity and from Bll 19 lakhs to £9 73 lakhs in value Exports of gunny bag* 
however advanced from 389 millions valued at £10 94 lakhs to 416 millions 
valued at £11 10 lakhs, while those of gunny cloth shrank from 1 021 million 
yards worth £10 46 to 1 012 million yards worth £10,24 lakhs Under 
foodgrams tho value of the shipments declined from £20 37 lakhs to R1C 08 
I ftVha and the quantity from 2 014 000 tons to 2 060 000 tons. Exports of 
wheat which had amounted to 20 000 tons in 1931 32 fell away to 2,000 tons 
only m 2932*33 Despatches of nco dropped from 2 372 000 tons to 2 887 000 
tons in quantity and from £18 14 lakhs to £14 40 lakhs m valuo Shipments 
of tea improved in quantity from 342 million lba. to 379 million lbs but on 
acoount of the low level of prices tho value declined from £19 44 lakhs to 
£17 16 Exports of oilseeds amounted to 73S 000 ton* valued *t 

£11 SI which meant a decline of 26 per cent m quantity and of 22 per 

cent in valuo in companion with tho exports of the preceding year Tho 
docline was chief!) duo to a falling o2 m the demand* for gioundnuta from 
fl7» 000 tons to 433 000 tons for linseed from 120 000 tona to 7- 000 <om 
and for castor seed from 104 000 torn, to 80 000 tons, Rapceeed however 
horded an improvement of 01,000 tons m quantity and of B80 loUu to 
10 
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value Despatches of metals and oies declined from 829,000 tons woith 
R5,47 lakhs to 695,000 tons worth R4, 68 lakhs Theie was a decline m the 
shipments of hides and skins fiom 49,300 tons valued at R8,92 lakhs to 41,700 
tons valued at R7,43 lakhs Exports of lac amounted to 418,300 cwts valued 
at Rl,24 lakhs which lepiesented a decline of 10 per cent in quantity and of 
33 per cent in value in comparison with the corresponding figuies for 1931-32 
Exports of coffee rose by 18,000 cwts m quantity and by Rl5 lakhs in value 

The total value of le-exports amounted to 113,22 lakhs which represented 
a decline of Rl,44 lakhs in compaiison with the value recorded m 1931-32 
and of 111,92 lakhs on the basis of that for 1930-31 There weie larger re- 
exports of cotton manufactures (chiefly piecegoods) which rose from R44 
lakhs to R57 lakhs Shipments of raw skins, which normally constitute 
one of the major items in the re-export tiade of India, dropped m quantity 
' from 365 tons to 226 tons and m value from R86 lakhs to R28 lakhs. Re- 
exports of sugar also decreased from 5,600 tons to 4,000 tons Shipments of 
raw wool fell away from 9 1 million lbs valued at R37 lakhs to 3 9 million lbs 
valued at R13 lakhs As was to be expected, this decline m the volume of 
the re-export trade particularly affected Bombay thiough which the bulk 
of the entrepot trade of India passes Of the total trade Bombay accounted 
for Rl,97 lakhs which meant a decline of R87 lakhs as compaied with 1931-32, 
her percentage share continuing stationary at 61 as m 1931-32. 

The following figures have been compiled to show the values of imports 
and exports of merchandise on the basis of the declared values m 1913-14. 
These statistics are necessarily approximate, but they are sufficiently accurate 
to afford a fairly reliable measure of the course of trade —

The table above shows a further retrogression from the level of 1931-32 
indicating as it does a decline of R5 crores, on the basis of 1913-14 puces in 
the total trade in merchandise (excluding re-exports) It is significant that 
the decline was confined to the export side, the imports having shown an 
mcrease of R19 croies The extent to which the general level of prices for 
the imported articles adjusted itself to the general level for the exported articles 
may be seen from the following mdex numbers, which have been obtained by 
comparing the values of imports and exports, as shown in the preceding table

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It will appear {ram this that prices declined at a higher rate on the impart 
than on the oxpart aido m comparison with the preceding year The margin 
between the index numb era ior imports and export* which was 10 points in 
1031 32 further contracted during the year to 7 points The index numbers 
of prices of imported articles and exported articles separately which 
have been given earlier in this report refer to the internal pnoea. The 
prices which arc considered here aro external prices and a comparison w ith 
tjie figures givon earlier will only bo valid if due allowance is made for the 
diComnoo between the rates of import duties m the base year 1913-14 and in 
the year 1932 33 It may bo stated however that the index numbers under 
consideration in this paragraph give only a rough idea of the movements 
involved. 


Balance Of trade — The vunblo balance of trade m merchandise and 
treasure for the year 1932-33 was in favour of India to the extent of B68 
crorea aa compared with B90 mores m 1931 32 RS8 orore* m 1930-31 and 
the record figure of 11109 ororoa m 1925-26 The transactions in treasure 
on private account resulted in a net export of treasure, amounting to R65 
ororea aa against R55| orores in the preceding year Gold showed a net- 
export of R66£ ororea and silver a net import of R73 faVhe Net exports of 
currency notes amounted to 1113 laths. 

Rupee sterling exchange. — The year opened with a sluggish movement 
in the export trade in gold and the Government tenders for the purchase of 
sterling wore small The opening rate for the year l&^d ruled with minor 
fluctuations for a month and half and fell on the 13th May to 17jtf the lowest 
rate for the year The market remained easy tail the end of June when the 
Z 1 export* improved. Owing to large funds being repatriated from London 
u> India through the Bale of Indian sterling stocks, tho rate advonoed to 18-Ad 
on the 15th July In the beginning of August T T reochod 18^d and Gov 
eminent began sterling purchases which had been suspended for three months 
The rate remained almost steady for some time till it reached 18fd on 9th 
September. Government received large tenders for sterling and the rote 
spurted up to 18,^1 on the 26th September the highest rote for the year 
which however was followed by a fall of after a week. The rate stood at 
this level for five weeks Pronounced weakness m the London New York cross 


rate in November caused appreciation in the pnee of gold, resulting in larger 
exports thereof. This stimulated tho exchange market and it recorded 18/jJ 
on the 8th November a figure which was maintained till the 12th January 
Thereafter tho rate however steadily declined. President Roosevelt a procla 
mation of the 6th March imposing an embargo on exports of gold and aflvor 
from the United States of America had a reactionary effect on tho Exchange 
market and there was a precipitate fall to 17|tf on that day Tho market show 
ed a remarkable degree of uncertainty and tho unsteadiness continued for 
about two week*. Gradually however confidence in tho Rupoo-Storliug 
exchange wa*' restored and tho rate rose to 18„d on the 22nd March Thu 
average rate for the year was 18iW

It will bo seen from the abovo table that thoie was comparatively speakum, 
a lull m the export movement at the beginning of the yoar and that by May 
shipments had dwindled down to 113,30 lakhs But the subsequent months 
witnessed a giadual stimulation of the expoit movement, which again came 
to a peak m DecembeL with shipments valued at RlO, 08 lakhs Latterly, 
consignments fell off, the value of the exports m any month up till May 1933 
having been m the neighbouihood of 115 ciores The causes and implication 
of these gold expoits wore discussed in last year's Review But as the conti- 
nuance of the gold movement has given rise to a ceitam amount of controversy 
it may be worth while m this connection to quote the following from the 
latest Repoit of the Controller of tho Cmrency on the subject 

There has been considerable controversy as to whether the gold exported 
since Octobei 1931 lias been mostly ‘ distress * gold, that is to say, gold which 
had to be sold by necessitous holdeis to meet current expenses, or whether 
it has been parted with as a business proposition to realise the profit from 
the prevailing premium While it is piobably true that a certain proportion 
of the gold exported m leccnt months has come out because holders had to 
realise their savings to meet cuirent expenditure owing to the very low prices * 
obtained for piimary commodities, it is equally certain that a large proportion, 
possibly the larger proportion, has been sold as a purely business proposition 
to realise the premium It is well-known that bullion dealers all over the 
country have been very active in collecting gold for sale to the export markets 
and m some districts special purchasing agencies were opened by exporters 
It is reasonable to infer that many holders who parted with their gold would 
not have done so- but for the allurement of an immediate profit whioh was 
pressed on then notice persistently ” 
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Imperial Bank ol India rate — Bank rates of most of the important 
coon trios of tho world woro at low levels The opening rate of the Imperial 
Bank of India for the year — cu. 6 per cent — oontmued till the 27th April 
when it camo down to 5 per cent Slackness in trade and decline m the 
export of ^old gave the market an abundant supply of money Following the 
reduction in the discount rates of the Federal Beserve Bank of New York and 
the Bonk of England, the Imperial Bank of India rate was reduced to i 
por cent on the 7th July at which level it r emain ed steady till the middle 
of February, 1933 On tho 10th February the rate was further reduced to 3^ 
per cent which is the lowest point reached since the inception of the Impend 
Bonk of Ihdia in 1921

relght rates — Compared with the previous year freight rates during 
i under review reached further low levels. The rates were more or 
steady at the beginning of the year but there was a sharp decline from 
to July Even the seasonal improvement that followed was law pro- 
nounced than m the previous year According to tho Economist the index 
number of whole-cargo charter rates calculated with the year 1013 as base 
was 71 7 in March, 1933 while it was 78 4 and 81 3 in the corresponding month 
of 1932 and 1631 respectively 

Tariff changes.- — The changes in the t ari ff made under tho various 
Acts passed during the latter part of 1931 and tho earlier part of 1032 were 
dealt with m the prooedmg year s Beviow Since then sevon Aota havo been 
passed introducing numerous changes m the tariff 

The most important of these Acts is the Indian Tariff (Ottawa Trade 
Agreement) Amendment Act 1932 which gave effect to tho tanff changes 
necessitated by the Trado Agreement made to the Government of India oml 
Ills Majesty s Government in the United Kingdom at the Imperial hconomio 
Conference held at Ottawa during July— August 1032 Hitherto tho Imuan 
tariff was a single-decker ouo and did not differentiate between imports lrora 
difforent countries exoopt w the cnao of certain protected classes of iron uml 
steel goods and cotton piocogoods where higher rates of duty on goods menu 
factored m countries other than tho United Kingdom aero imposed or 

tho Ottawa Trado Agreement India for tho hrst tune departed from tho smglo-

In most of these classes of goods the preference was subject to ceitam 
specified exceptions and also to the geneiat lcseivation that it did not extend

( 1) commodities to which protective duties are applicable , 

- (')) commodities which were freo of duty at that tuuo , or 

(c) commodities on which on grounds of national pohoy a specially low rata of duty had 
hecu imposed 

In the class of iron and stool goods, the piofoionce extonded only to those 
commodities whicli wore not subject to pioteotivo duties and in the class of 
machineiy only to those articles which paid oidman lovonuo rate of 25 per 
cent ad valorem and not to those which in tko interests of agucultuxe and m 
dustries weie free of duty oi weio subject only to the tomporniy duty of 10 
per cent ad valorem In the class of textiles it extended only to articles of 
apparel, haberdashery and millinery which weie dutiablo at 25 per cont ad 
valorem and to woollen manufactures, with specified exceptions in each case As 
regards goods made of cotton, silk or artificial silk, it was agreed that a 10 per 
cent preference would be extended to these goods with the exception of certain 
cotton manufactures (twist and yarn, piecegoocls, thread for sewing, blank- 
ets, handkerchiefs in the piece, hosiery, lope and towels m rhe piece), silk 
and artificial sdk yarn, piecegoocls and thread for sewing, ceitam goods of 
silk and artificial silk mixed with other materials (twist and yarn, piecegoocls 
and thread for sewing) and articles on which protective duties might be im- 
posed as a result of the Indian Taiiff Board’s enquiry which was being con- 
ducted at that time. 

In the case of Colonies and Piotectoiates, the Agieement provided for the 
giant by India of preference to certain staple exports of the Colonial Empire 
including — 

specified gums and teams, oil seeds, vogotablo and essential oils, ungiound spies es, coconuts 
and coconut products, fish, fruits and vegetables, sago and tnpiooa, tea, cofiee rum and 
unmanufactured tobacco 
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A Snpplomontary Agnwmont regarding iron and steel was entered into 
between. the two Governments in the Soptember following, which provided 
for tho adjustment of the Indian import duty oa galvamsod sheets as shown 
below —

The Tariff Amendment Act mentioned above made necessary changes in 
Schedule II to the Indian Tariff Act 1894 with effect from 1st January 1938 
The articles subject to the preferential rates of duty are included in two new 
parte VU1 and IX, t-o Schedule II Part VTH contains all the articles which 
were dutiable under Part V at the general rovonne duty of 25 per cent ad valorem 
and whioh are now hable to the standard rate of 30 per cent and the preferential 
rate of 20 per cent for British goods Part IX contains all the articles on 
the preferential bat whioh were dutiable at special rates that is at rates either 
higher than or lowor than the general revenue rate In the*e cases the necea 
nary prefpronco lias been provided for either by entirely raising the previous 
rate or partly by raising and partly bv lowering it the standard rate having 
m no case gone beyond 60 per oont ad valorem 

Tho next Act is the Cotton Textile Industry Protection (Amendment) 
Aot 1933 which extended the operation of the protective duties imposed 
under the Cotton Textile Industry (Protection) Act 1930 These duties were 
to expire on the 31st March, 1933 but the Amendment Act extended thorn 
operation up to 31st October 1933 pending the consideration by the Govern 
inent of India of the Tariff Board s Report on the Indian cotton textile industry 
The wheat Import Du tv (Extending) Act 1933 extended tho operation 
of the temporary customs duty on wheat and wheat flour to 31st March 1934 
The Salt Additional Import Duty (Extending) Aot 1933 extended for 
another year the operation of the 1931 Aot subject to oertom modifications 
as recommended by the Salt Industry Committee of tho Legislative Assembly 
It reduced the additional duty from ii as to m per mound and extended 
its operation to 31st March, 1934 

The In dian Finance Aot 1933 fixed (l) a minimum spociflo duty of 2 a* 
(excluding surcharge) on uppers of boots and shoes not ontirely made of h athor 
and (u) Tmiumnm Bpecifio duties of 4 or per square yard and 2 as 3 j> per

mentioned above came into force on the 1st of that month 

Tho Indian Tanff (Ottawa Trado Agreement) Supplementary Amendment 
Aot 1933 oorrooted with effeot from tho 8th April 1933 a foil Jnatcuracna 
and, discrepancies m the 1932 Aot which had been brought to light bj a further 
scrutiny of the schedules to that Aot and by practical experience of tho now 
tariffs The roforcnco to ferrous sulphate was doletcd from itun Ao 83 as 1 
had already boon specified elsewhere ox green copperas Hum tho proteo 
duty on whioh lapsed on the 31st March was included m the non proforen 
descriptions of chemicals The preference inadvertently gnon to UriUsx 
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manufactures? m respect of moists lute lead and nowspimtiug paper was wifcli- 
drawn Copper braziom were grouped with copper sheets liable to preferential 
rate Tea chests and parts and fittings thereof were specified separately 
and w eio made liable to the ordinary nou-pretorential lato The preference to 
British me mdoseent mantles was marie clear, while, on administrative giounds, 
tiro lubricating oil item was. re-drafted to include oils other than mineial, pure 
and mixed, whnk are not oidmanh userl for any purpose othei than lubn- 
eation T’lio proferonti rl rate for colonial products was withdrawn in the case 
of certain glass-malcmg chemicals Cold and gold-plated pen mbs were speci- 
fied separately with the United Kingdom pioforouce, while, in the interest 
of the Indian industry, two glass-making matenals, liquid gold and covered 
crucibles, w'oie given a specially low preferential rato of duty 

Tho last of the seven Acta is the Indian Tan It (Amendment) Act, 1933, 
w’lnelr amended sub-items ( 1 ) and (u) m item No USA relating to galvanized 
non or steel sheets of British manufacture and made it cleai that tho pio- 
forential rate is applicable only to sheets manufactured fiom Indian sheot bar 
imported into the United Kingdom after the ratification of tho Ottawa Trade 
Agreement 

The protective duties imposed under tho Heavy Clromrcal Industry (Pro 
tectron) Act, 1930, on hydioohloiic, nitric and sulphuric acids, alum, alu- 
minium sulphate, copper sulphato, magnesium sulphate, sodium sulphate, 
sodium sulphide and /me chloride lapsed on the 31st Maicli, 1933, and these 
beoanio liable to the oidinary duty with or without profoience to tho Umted 
Kingdom munufactuie Magnesium ehlonde, howover, continues to bo liable 
to tho protective duty 

Besides tire statutory changes mentioned above, the poirod of operation 
of the additional protection accoidod to non oi steel galvanized sheets, fabri- 
cated, and pipes and tubes mado therefrom has been extended to 31st March, 
1931, undei section 3 (1) of tho Indian Tdiift Act, 1894 Similarly, undei 
section 3 (5) of the above Act, tho import duty on Non-Bntish cotton piece 
goods was increased to 50 per cent ad valorem with a minimum specific duty 
of 5]- as pci lb in tho case of plain grey with effect fiom 30th August, 1932 
With effect fiom 7th June, 1933, theso rates have been furthei increased to 
75 pei cent ad valorem and 6} as. pei lb respectively

as compared with the preceding 3011 and even ov ceded the figmo of 1930-31. 
As computed with 1929-30, however, theie was still much leeway Lo be made 
up, the value of the unpoits m that 3 ear hiving amounted to Rat), 19 lakhs 
Imports of cotton twist and vain amounted to to 1 million lbs valued at 
R3, 70 lakhs as against 31 G million lb> valued at 112,00 lakhs m 1931-32 
Thus there was an increase of 1 U million lbs 01 i 3 pel cent m the impoits 
under tins head Imports of pucegoods in the veai tmdei 10 view weie 1,225 
imllion yards vilued at 1121,20 lakh', as compared with 770 million yards 
valued at 1111,67 lakhs m 1911-32 and 800 million yaids valued at 1120,03 
lakhs m 1930-31 The meuast* m vantage as compaicd with the pieeeding 
3 'eai was, therefore 150 million v mis and even < ompaied with 1030-31 that 
was 333 million }aids ('ompaied with the last normal year, 1029-30, 
however, the imports were 091 million )\uds less 

It will be seen from the above iigmes tint the import tiado m cotton 
manufactures showed a distmcr iinpiovnucnt as compared with the preceding 
year or even with 1930-31 Compared with 1920-30, the last normal year, 
however, the trade was still eonsulei ably smallei Thu impiovemeiil in the 
j ear under rev lew w is of considerable magnitude and it will be worth while 
examining the causes of this upward mov ennui The Just cause which sug- 
gests itself is a probable levival 111 tiie demand for piecegoods, the consump- 
tion of which had fallen oil considerably in the pievious two years It will 
be seen from the table on page 31 that the amount available foi consump- 
tion was 333 and 3GI croies of 3 aids in 1030-31 and 1931-32 respectively 
as compared with 119 croies of 3 r ards 111 1929-30, 3G5 croies of yaids m 
1928-29 and 113 crores of 3 r ards ru 1927-2S Thus the postponement of 
demand v T hucli was the result of the peculiar conditions of the two pievious 
years may have led to a bettei demand m the 3 7 eai uudei leview A second 
cause winch also improved the demand was the considerably lower puces of 
piecegoods which ruled in the year imdei leview The declared values of all 
classes of piecegoods touched lowci levels, tire fall being greatoi in the cases of 
white and coloured goods The Calcutta index number in the case of cotton 
manufactures, which is an index of internal puces, fell much further than 111 
the previous years The index was 127 in Apul, 1931, and m spite of a veiy 
slight fall m the end of the year 1931-32 it remained at 127 m Apul, 1932 
By April, 1933, howevci, the index had fallen to 112 This fall 111 the puces 
of cotton manufactures ceitamly encouraged then consumption, especially as 
this fall tended to reduce, to some extent, the wide disparity between the 
fall m the agricultural incomes of the masses and the fall in the cost of the 
imported goods winch they bought The chief cause of the fall 111 puces of 
\ cotton piecegoods was the selling of cotton piecegoods in India by Japan at I 
[ very low rates The depieciatmg yen exchange helped Japan in tins respect | 
and even the additional duty placed on these imports 111 the middle of the year 
did not stem the tide, as the Japanese manufaetuieis’ advantage increased with 
the further depreciation of the rupee-yen exchange The veiy low puces at 
which Japanese goods were ofteied gieatly mcieased then consumption and the 
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pnoes of competing goods of other than Japunow ongm had also to be 
lowered to keep pace These lower price* created a better effective de man d 
for piecegooda and consequently the consumption aa well as imports im 
proved oonaiderably This has been one of the most important cause* of the 
improvement in piecegooda imports. A thud cause of the increase m un 
ports 13 to be found in the comparative weakness of the boyooti agitation m 
tho year under review Owing to the measure* adopted by Government the 
agitation had been considerably weakened and the trade m imported piece 
goods became profitable ogam. These causes led to an increase m imports 
both from Japan and the United Kin gdom but owing to the low prices 
whioh Japan would take her share increased far more than that of the 
United Kingdom The effects of these causes on the shares of the United 
Kingdom and Japan may be studied in the first instance. Tho table below 
give* the imports of cotton twist and yam for the four years 1929 30 to 
1932-33 from tha United Kingdom, Japan and other countnM 


Imports oj cotton twist and yarn 
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From this table it mil be sees that the imports of cotton tmst- and yam 
increased very considerably in the year under review amounting to 45*1 
million lbs as compared with 31 0 million lbs. in tho preceding yoar and 29*1 
million lbs in 1930 31 and these exceeded even the imports during 1 929-30 
the last of the normal years by l 2 million lbs The value of tho import*, how 
ever though hi gher than in 1931-32 and 1930*31 was considerably lesa 
rhary that of 1929-30 owing to the great fall in the declared >aluo per lb , 
which amounted to 13 as 6 p in 1932-33 os compared with 15 as 2 f m tho 
preceding year and Re 1 5-10 m 1929-30 The mcreaso m the quantity of 
imports shows that the trado under this item had more or leas regained its old 
position and that tho rigour of the boycott against foreign yum had weak 
ened considerably The table further shows that the Incrcaso m imports was 
tho largest m the case of Japan, the share of which country increased from 
0-2 million lbs. uv 193] 32 to 18 1 million lbs in 1932 33 an increase of nearly 
200 i>ex cent Imports from the United Kingdom did not show *uch a 
striking increase and. amounted to only 13*4 million Ibfl. as compared with 
11 9 million lbs. in the preceding year while imports from other countries 
the same dimensions os m tho preceding year Japan bsu 
market m this trade to a larger degree in tho year under 
mcreaso in tha total imports of cotton manufactures os com 
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paied with tlie pieeeding year can be attributed very largely to tbe incease 
of imports fiom Japan 

In spite of the laige impoits of foreign yarn tbe home production did not 
show any signs of falling oh The total production of yam during 1932-33 
amounted to°l,016 milli on lbs as compared with 966 million lbs m the pre- 
ceding year It will be noticed that the figure of yarn production is creating 
a new record eveiy year, the figuies for the last three or four years bemg all 
lecoids on the pievious figuies 

Impoits of cotton piecegoods, including fents, increased fiom 776 million 
yaids m 1931-32 to 1,225 million yaids m 1932-33, an increase of 58 per cent 
Compaied with 1929-30, however, the impoits weie still 36 per cent lower 
The table below gives the impoits of cotton piecegoods under the thiee mam 
heads, giey, white and colouied for the foui years from 1929-30 —

These figuies yield the following peicentage variations Imports of giey 
goods m 1932-33 increased by 43 per cent as compared with 1931-32 bnt were 
62 per cent lower wlun compared with 1929-30 Imports of white goods in 
the yeai under review mcreased by 48 per cent as compaied with the preced- 
ing yeai but were 13 per cent below the figure m 1929-30 The increase m 
the case of coloured goods as compared with 1931-32 was 91 pei cent, but 
as compared with 1929-30 the figure had fallen by 12 per cent The total 
increase m the quantity of imports of piecegoods m the year under review 
as compared with the preceding year amounted to 449 million yaids As 
compared with the year 1929-30, however, the imports fell shoit by 694 million 
yards 

The table below shows that the imports of grey goods from the United 
Kingdom weie 521 m illion yards m 1929-30 By 1931-32 they had fallen to 
60 million yaids, a decline of 461 mi l lion yards Theie was some levival of 
the trade with the United Kingdom which m the year under review amounted 
to 111 million yards These imports, though considerable as compaied with 
the preceding year, are extremely small as compared with those in 1929-30 
Imports from Japan which were 394 million yards m 1929-30 had dropped 
to 185 million yards m 1931-32 In the year under review, however, they 
mcreased to 244 million yards or by nearly a third as compared with the pre- 
ceding year Fiom these figuies it will be seen that Japan has unproved 

hei position m relation to the United Kingdom and now has a predominant 
shaie m this tiade r 


As regards white goods the imports from the United Kingdom in the vear 
under review amounted to 281 million yards as compared with 207 million 
yards m the piecedmg year and 436 million yards m 1929-30. Thus there 
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m tho trabscquont four months and ranged about 4748 powta. By September 
ibo gap had increased to 61 points In tho throe subsequent month* the 
gap was round about 60 points and it remained more or less at this level, 
except in January when it amounted to 69 points. As regards ooloured goods, 
the gap was 100 powta in April 1932 It remained about this level for the 
subsequent five months. In October however it widened to 126 points. 
There was a slight narrowing down of the di5eren.ee m the subsequent 
months, bat tho difference remained about 118 to 120 points ihroaghxmt 
tho period. These relative price* of goods from various countries have a 
most important bearing on the consideration of the transfer of trade from 
ono country to another even in normal tunes and their importance is greatly 
enhanced during a period when the purchasing power of the consumer has 
fallen in a marked degree as has been the case m India in the last three or 
four years. 

Tho fall m the imports of pieoegoods as compared with the year 1929-30 
was to some extent counterbalanced in several way* The production of 
Indian mills in 1932-83 increased even over the large figure of the preceding 
year The table below shows the production of Indian rnillfl, month by 
month from Aprd 1929

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It will be observed from the above table that, except ur tiro middle of the 
year, the mills in Bombay Island weie manufacturing goods at a lower late 
than m the preceding year The production for 1932-33 m the Bombay Island 
was 1,211 million yaids as agamst 1,217 million yards m the pieceding yeai, 
showing a small decline of 6 million yaids On the othei hand, the Ahmeda- 
bad mills produced 860 million yards in the year under review as compared 
with 781 million yards in the piecedmg year and 092 million yards in 1930-31 
Thus, m two years the production m Ahmedabad increased by 1G8 million 
yards or 24 per cent Production m 1932-33 for the rest of India amounted 
to 1,099 million yards as compared with 992 million yaids m tho precedmc 
year and 902 million yards in 1930-31.

As ha* been pointed out in Chapter I the fall m thepncca of India » 
staple product* continued almost throughout the year under renew and verj 
seriously affected the purchasing power of tho n/oi thereby to a great extent 
reducing the demand for such imports oa are more of the nature of comforts 
and luxnnM than of absolute necessities As explained m Chapter I the talue 
of India a exporta whiob go to pay for her imports was reduced conuderabl) 
m the year under review Thus tho decline in tho value w the case of exports 
of row cotton was 513 croro as compared with the lean yea* „ in3 ™ 
n/K crates as compared with tho last normal year 1920-30 Smniarly raw

only a decrease of E1J crorw a* tompared with 1031-32 ct ju 
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manufactuies weie clown by over B30 cioies as compaied with 1929-30, though 
as compaied with 1931-32 the fall was only R22 lakhs Exports of grams, 
pulse and floui showed a decline of 11131 cioies as compaied with 1929-30, 
and even compaied with 1931-32 tlie decline was over R4 croies Tea showed 
a decline of a little under 119 mores as compared with 1929-30, oilseeds of 
ovei R15 cioies, raw hides and skins R5 croies and lac neaily R6 cioies 
The total decline in the values of exports of these articles, therefore, amounts 
to over BUS crores as compaied with 1929-30 Without any shadow of 
doubt this vital change was bound to affect the pui chasing powei of the ryot 
most seriously and he had, theiefoie, no alternative but to leduce his pin chases 
as compaied with those in 1929-30, among which cotton piecegoods occupy 
au important position 

Tanff changes affected the imports of cotton prce goods only to a small ex- 
tent, the only change effected dining the yeai under review being m tlie lates 
of duty applicable to cotton piecegoods not of British manufacture These 
duties were introduced m the middle of the year and were applicable to the 
imports from Japan and other countries In the case of Japan, however, 
the effect of the tariff change was completely nullified by a fiuthei deprecia- 
tion of the yen , and it may he concluded that the tariff changes caused 
httle actual reduction in the imports of the year under review 


The uncertainty about the prices of raw cotton affected the cotton industry 
both in England and in India Eiom the middle of April 1932 till the begin- 
ning of June prices of American middling were generally on the decline and fell 
from 5d per 1L on the 15th April to 4 09 d on June 10th Eiom then till the 
first week of Septembei prices were generally on the mciease and on the 2nd 
of September the highest quotation of the yeai, 6 57 d, wasiecoided From 
that tune onwards till the fhst week of March 1933 prices were generally on 
the decline and this long spell of falling prices was not favourable to the 
cotton industry The price lecorded on 3rd March was 4 79 d but there was 
a rally during the month and the year closed with 5 15d 


As is generally the case cotton puces m India followed prices m England 
As m the case of Liverpool prices, from the first week of April till the begin- 
ning of June prices m India generally were on the decline From then till the 
beginning of September they were increasing, the highest quotation of the 
year, R244-8-0, being recorded on September 2 From that date till the begin- 
ning of March puces declined and on March 3 the quotation was B175-4 On 
March 17 the quotation had gone up to El 87-8, but by March 31 it again 
receded to B174-8 These falling prices foi the greater portion of the yeai 
made buyers of ootton piecegoods unwilling to place oideis as naturally they 
expected the puce of piecegoods to come down with falling raw cotton prices 

A factor, which was lef erred to m last yeai’s Review m explainnm the 
smaller dimensions of imports under cotton piecegoods was that the coloured 
printed and dyed goods were being replaced, to some extent, by piecegoods of 
artificial silk It was remarked that Japan had been exporting to India very 
laige quantities of artificial silk piecegoods at phenomenally low puces This 
factox was also m operation drnrng the yeai under review and Japan 
njet eased the imports under artificial silk by a considerable extent „ low i 
Impoits unde, this head from Japan amounted to m

m 1932-33 amounted to 430 crores which compares favourably with the peak 
vnaa 1912-13 and 1913-14 as well as 1927 23 and 1929-30. Tho consump- 
tion per capita amounted to 11 fW yards which though not a record figure 
compare* quite favourably with earlier figures of high consumption K

It appears from tho above table that in the year under review import* of 
grey goods increased from the low figure of the previous year and amounted 
to S56 million vardi as compared with 249 million yard* m 1931-32. Com 
pared, however with 1929-30 the import* are seen to be of relatively small

under review Imports of artificial silk yarn in the year under review 
amounted to 11 million lbs valued at Sa 93 lakh a as compared with 8 million 
Iba valued at Ra 82 lakhs in the preceding year The largest increase m 
imports has been from Italy whose share moreased from 3 9 million lbs to 

6 6 million lbs Japan also sent 1 8 million lbs as oompored with 0*4 million 
lbs in the preceding year The share of the United Kingd om went up from 
nearly a million lbs to 1 7 million lba On the other hand, imports from 
the Netherlands France and Switzerland showed some deoline. 

As regards pieoegoods of cotton and artificial adh the outstanding feature, 
as noted in the previous Reviews was the enormous growth of the imports 
from Japan under this head The total import of such pieoegoods m the year 
under review was 125 million yards valued at R3 10 lakhs as oomj&red with 
85 million yards valued at R2 52 lakhs in the previous year The share of 
Japan in the total imports was 115 million yards or 92 per cent Japan s 
share in the previous year was 75 million yards and in 1930-31 only 38 
million, yards 

As has been remarked in the last year’s Review Japan was exporting to 
India doth made entirely of artificial Bilk in bright colours and attractive 
designs at pnoea as low as 3 a* to 4 as per yard At such prices artificial 
silk pieoegoods were replacing the better type of printed and dyed cotton 
goods It may be interesting to note that the declared value pel yard of 
Japanese pieoegoods of cotton and artificial ailk mixed was 3 or 0pm 
the year under review as compared with 4 as 6 p in the preoedmg year 
0 as 4 p in 1930-31 and 8 as 11 p in 1929-30 As against this the 
declared, value of the Italian imports under the same hoad was 7 as 9 p 
in 1932-33 4 as 11 jj in the preoedmg year and 7 as 2 p in 1929-30 
Similarly the declared value of the imports from the United Kingdom woa 

7 as 7 p in the ) ear under review as compared with 9 as 4 p in the 
preceding year and 8 as 6 p in 1930-31 As a result of the low and attractive 
prices of imports from Japan the other countries were more or lots ousted 
from tbo market Tho shore of Italy declined from 5*2 million yards to 4 5 
million yards and the share of Switzerland from nearly 2 million yards to a 
little under a million yards Tho United Kingdom howover increased her 
share from 1 9 million yards to 3-0 million yards. 

Wool raw rud manufactured (Tt2jJ8 lakhs ) — There ha* been a very con 
mdcrablo increase in tho value of imports under tins luad as compared with 
the preceding >car Tho increase has been general and wai shared by all tlw 
sub-heads under this head except carpets and rug.* Imports of raw wool 
increased from 6 7 million lbs valued at W3i bibs to 7 J million J" 
valued at IU2 lakhs in 1932-33 Australia was tho largest supplier wun 
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3 million lbs valued at R18 lakhs m the yeai under review as compared with 
2 9 million lbs valued at R15 lakhs m the piecedmg yeai The United 
Kingdom mcreased her share very considerably from a little undei a 
million lbs valued at nearly R9 lakhs in 1931-32 to 2 1 million lbs valued at 
R1S lakhs m 1932-33 Thus, the Umted Kingdom ousted Persia as the 
second largest supplier of raw wool to India The share of the latter country 
amounted to 1 3 million lbs valued at R3 lakhs as compared with neaily 
2 million lbs valued at R5 lakhs m the preceding yeai. Imports of woisted 
yams for weavmg mcreased from 568,000 lbs valued at R9 lakhs m 1931-32 
to 912,000 lbs valued at R15 lakhs m 1932-33 Imports of knitting wool 
went up from 739,000 lbs valued at R14 lakhs to 996,000 lbs valued at 
R18 lakhs 


Imports of woollen piecegoods m 1932-33 mcreased by over 8 million yaids 
as compared with the preceding year and even exceeded the imports of 1929-30 

by about a million yards Imports m the year 
Woollen piecegoods under review amounted to 13 9 million yards as 

compared with 5 5 million yards m the preceding year and 12 6 million yards 
m 1929-30 The value of the imports of 1932-33 amounted to Rl,61 lakhs 
as compared with R69 lakhs m 1931-32 and R2,33 lakhs m 1929-30 The 
countries which accounted for the great use m imports under this head 
m the year imder review were Prance, Italy, Japan and the Umted Kingdom 
The shares of the first three countries amounted to 4 6, 3 6 and 1 4 million 
yards as compared with 2, 1 4 and 0 1 million yards respectively m the 
precedmg year The share of the Umted Kingdom also went up from 1 3 
million yards valued at R25 lakhs to 2 8 million yards valued at R52 lakhs 
The other countries, except Netherlands, also showed increases m their 
shares The average declared value per yard of the French, Italian and 
Japanese supplies were R0-12-0, RI-2-8 and RO-8-9, wheieas that of the 
imports from the United Kingdom was Rl-13-11 


There was a considerable increase in the number of shawls imported 
These amounted to 338,000 pieces valued at RU lakhs as compared with 

164.000 pieces valued at R6 lakhs m the preceding year The imports m 
1929-30, however, were 658,000 pieces valued at R27 lakhs As usual, 
Germany was the largest smgle source of supply, her share going up from 

114.000 pieces to 186,000 pieces Imports from the Umted Kingdom and 
from other countries also showed considerable mcreases 


Imports of carpets and floor rugs declined from 267,000 lbs valued 
at R5 lakhs m 1931-32 to 188,000 lbs valued at R4 lakhs m 1932-33 
In 1929-30 the imports were 604,000 lbs valued at R10 lakhs Imports 
from the Umted Kingdom were the highest, amounting to 81,000 lbs 
valued at R1 8 lakhs as compared with 76,000 lbs valued at R2 lakhs in 
the precedmg year The share of Persia receded considerably from 146,000 
lbs valued at R2 lakhs m 1931-32 to 78,000 lbs valued at R80 000 
in 1932-33 The declared value per lb of the Umted Kingdom supplies was 
R2-2-10 and those from Persia Rl-Q-4 Imports under the head £ blankets 
and rugs other than floor rugs ’ mcreased from 2 4 million lbs valued at 
R19 lakhs m 1931-32 to 4 2 million lbs valued at R34 lakhs m 1932-33 
Metals and Manufactures thereof (R9,73 lakhs) — The imports of metals 
and manufactures thereof declined by 23,000 tons oi 5 per cent in 
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quautitj from 418 000 tons in 1931 32 to 395 000 tons in 1932 33 and In 
R4 IakliB or leas thou 1 per cent in value from R9 77 lakh* to R9 73 lakhs 
Iron and steel represented R5£ crores of this total as compared with RG’ 
crorea in 1931 32 and as in the preceding year occupied tho fifth place in 
order of importance among India s imports, the first four being cotton manu 
fac tuxes inaohmery and nullwozk mineral oils and raw cotton. If such 
items as machinery and millwork hordworo cutlery implements and mstru 
mouts and vehicles are grouped with metals and manufactures thereof under 
one head the total value would aggregate R32 crorea while the \ oluc of yam 
and textile fabrics usually the most important group among Imlm a imports, 
amounted to R38 crorea in the year under review In the preceding year tho 
metals group accounted for S32J crorea while the textile head totalled R27 
crores 

lion and steel (116,30 lakhs) — Tho worlds production of pig iron in 
1932 estimated at 33$ million tons was 30 per cent less than m 1931 and 
steel output estimated at 49 million tons, was 28 per cent less Tho biggest 
declines were registered in the United States Germany and France while the 
decrease in the case of Belgium and Luxomberg was comparatively small 
In tho United Kingdom the production of pig iron fell by only 5 per cent 
from 3 77 million tons m 1931 to 3 67 million tons in 1932 but steel output 
recorded a small increase of 1 per cent from 6 20 million tons to 5 26 
million tons Considering the prevailing world depression it is surprising 
that the British manufacturers maintained their output to tins remarkable 
extent m spite of the faot that tho export trade particularly with India 
suffered from the severe competition from Continental producers. 

In India tho imports of all classes of iron and steel, including pig iron and 
old iron or steel m 1932 33 were even lower by 13 per cent than the poor 
record of the preceding year and amounted to 326 000 tons ns compare^ 
with 371 000 tons m 1931 82 and 614 000 tons m 1930-31 The following 
tables show the monthly imports of pig iron and manufactured mm and stcU 
into British India from the principal sources of supply —

Imports of pig iron advanced from 400 tons m 1931-32 to 750 tons m 
1932-33, tlie entire quantity being consigned from tlie United Kingdom, while 

those of ferro-alloys, drawn chiefly from Germany, 
declined from 1,400 tons to 500 t5ns The price of 
pig iron, Cleveland No 3 Foundry G M B , which was quoted at £2-18-6 
m January 1931, remained unchanged till about the end of January 1933, when 
the price quoted rose to £3-2-6 For years past the Cleveland iron makers 
had fixed their prices by agreement, but during the year under review they 
found themselves compelled to quote below the official prices in order to 
meet the formidable competition m this market which was once considered to 
be their own As a result, there has been a wider gulf between the official 
market quotation and the average net realised price of No 3 Cleveland G M B 
The figure for 1932 works out at £2-12-2, or about 6 s per ton less than the 
price officially quoted 

The total imports of manufactured iron and steel (excluding pig and old 
iron) further declined by 12 per cent m quantity from 369,000 tons m 1931-32 

Galvanised sheets to 324,000 tons m 1932-33 and by 16 per cent in 

value from R6,31 lakhs to R5,29 lakhs Galvanised 
sheets represented 23 per cent of the total value of manufactured iron and 
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st4 ? 1 «npwjed m 1932-33 as compared with 26 per cent m the preceding year 
and showed a declrno from 84 000 ton* valued at Rl,66 lakhs to 73 000 tons 
valued at R1 23 lakhs In 1929 30 and 1930 31 the imports had been much 
higher amounting to 258 000 and 147 000 tons respectively Not only has 
there been a lack of purchasing power in India consequent on the sharp fall m 
prices of primary commodities during the past two years bnt locally produced 
material* are being substituted thus reducing the demand for the imported

It will be observed that the year of maximum importation was 1927-28 
when 1,197,000 tons of manufactured iron and steel were received Since 
then the imports have been steadily declining with a corresponding decrease 
m the share of the Umted Kingdom except m 1931-32, when as a result of 
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tor doparture from Ae gold standard the pomon of the United Kingdom 
in the total trade waa slightly higher than in the preceding year In 1932-33 
however there waa a aet-back and the share of the United Kingdom stood at 
43 per cent as compared with 44 2 per cent in 1931 32 and 43 8 per cent in 
1930-31 There were also similar decreases in the case of France and the 
United States of America. On the other hand the shares of Belgium and 
Germany were well maintained being approximately 32 and 7 per cent res- 
pectively os m 1931 32 The efforts made by these two Continental countries 
to retain the ground in the Indian market led them to cut pnees to on 
extent sufficient to overcome not only the effect of the depreciation of 
sterling but also the additional duties levied on certain classes of iron eud 
Btoel materials of Hon British origin. 

Other metals (R4,42 lakhs) — Imports of metals other than iron end

in 1932 33 Wrought circle* which form the bulk

owta in 1930-31 and 33 600 cwts in 1931-32 to 16 900 cwts in the year under 
review with a corresponding decrease m value from R92 lakhs and R24 lakhs 
to B14 lakhs in 1932 33 Apart from the general trade depression, the 
oompetation of brass utensils has seriously affeoted the Indian aluminium 
hollowware industry with the result that consumption of aluminium circles 
the mam raw material for the industry has greatly declined Of tho total 
quantity imported in 1932-33 8 000 cwts camo from the United Kingdom 
as compared with 9 000 owta. in tho preceding year and 23 000 owta, in 1930- 
31 Prior to 1931 32 the United States of America had been the foremost 
supplier to India but she is at present unablo to conipeto in tho Indian market 
at pnees offered by the British and Continental manufacturers forming tho 
European Aluminium Cartel. In 1931 the Cartel wo* re-orgamsod and after 
the adherenoe of Canada its position was strengthened considorabl) Imports 
from tho United States of America which is outoido the Cartel had dcoluiod 
from 53 000 cwts in 1930-31 to 4 000 owta. in 1931 32 and Vo 560 owta only 
in 1932-33 Imports from Japan which had dwindled down to only 22 cwts. 
in 1931 32 from 9 000 cwts in 1930-31 howover improved to 0 700 cwts. in 
1932 33 Wrought sheets imported chiefly from tho United Kingdom, re- 
corded an increase from 1 200 owta to 1 500 cwts and other manufactures 
consisting chiefly of wire and utensils advanced from 5 000 owta. valued at

participants during the existence of the Agreement \\ hen the contract was 
diawn up it was not anticipated that the woiid consumption would decrease 
to such an extent that the e spoil quotas established could not be disposed of 
Cuba claimed to increase her expoit quota to non- \mencan destination during 
the remaining yearn of the Plan The leason advanced foi this was that 
the consumption of sugar m the United States, which took most of the Cuban 
sugar, decreased considerably Appielu nsions were also entertained regard- 
ing the possible defection of Cuba and this wms natuially a further disturbing 
factor The difficulty was got over by conceding to Cuba increased quotas 
in respect of her exports to countries othei than the United States 
Certain changes were mado as legaids the quotas of othei countnes also 
and in tins manner the oiigmal agreement was patched up to some extent 
But the large stocks in Cuba and Java constituted a souicc of dangei to 
the fundamental position of the rndustiy So fai as the import tiade of 
India m sugai w r as concerned the outstanding featuie has been the conti- 
nuous reduction of the volume of that tiade in the last two years the 
leason being the giowdlr of the Indian sugar industry wdnch has been mcieas- 
mg its production behind a high protective taiiA Foieign sugai 
is being lapidly replaced by Indian piodueed sugai and consequently imports 
have been declining In 1930-31 imports of foreign sugar amounted to ovei 
1 milli on tons In 1931-32 they amounted to only 556,000 tons and m the 
yeai nndei review they dropped to 401,000 tons only The reduc- 
tion in the impolfcs was chiefly due to the growth of Indian produc- 
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taoi\ whibh ousted the foreign imported sugar Apart from this factor the 
ooononuo depression liad affected the purchasing power of the Indian ryot and 
oven at low pnces the ryot could not afford to buy more flogar The piling up 
of atooka in Jpva and the v agaric* of the exchange also upset the market 
for foreign sugar in Indio. It was estimated that on Apnl 1 1932 stocks 
m Java amounted to 1,600 000 tons against 702 000 tons on the same date 
in 1931 All these factors affected pnces considerably and, moreover during 
the closing months of the year pncee were further adversely affected by 
the offers of European beet sugar at rates much lower than the direct Java 
quotations 

These adverse conditions m the sugar market were clearly reflected m the 
course of prices in. India The improvement in the tone of the market that 
was visible in the closing months of 1931-32 disappeared very early in 
1932-33 In the Bombay market the quotation for Java white granulated, 

T M O quality opened at R14-15-6 per owt For the first three weeks of 
Apnl there was hardly any business forward buy mg being deferred pending 
receipt of definite information concerning Java s new crop and the way in 
which the Trust waa going to deal with its large holdings of old crop sugar 
Throughout May also the situation was unchanged At the beginning of 
June bullish advioesfrom New York regarding Cuban raws led to a sharp ad 
vanoo in prices to R15-1 0 on the 2nd June After a short set-back 
in the next week pnces finned up again to R15-2-0 owing to a good demand 
and small stocks There waa an easier tendency in July i but os a result of tko 
sound stock position and absence of heavy arrivals, pnces firmed up ogam to 
Rlfl 2-6 in the middle of August With minor fluctuations prices were conti 
nually on the increase until the peak was reached on the 14th October when 
the quotation stood at BIB-7 6 Thereafter a reaction set m and by the first 
week of November the quotation dropped to R18 The market after a 
short rally for three or four weeks, ogam pursued its receding course in anti 
cipation of a rednctionm price as a result of the adoption of a new Single- 
Seller Plan in Java By the 0th of January the pnee had dropped to B 14 11-6 
Prices improved in course of the subsequent weeks of January and in the 
first two weeks of February owing to a better stock position. Again there 
was a set-back owing to rumours that the existing surcharge on sugar in 
the Indian import tariff would be abolished on March 1 but when it became 
definitely known that tho surcharge would not ho removed tho prices firmed 
up ogam the closing quotation of tho year bomg B14 13-6 

Tho Calcutta market moved practically m sympathy with Bombay Tho 
price of Java white D B 25 and above pcf wound was fluctuating ream 
IU0-9-0 during the month of Apnl 1932 and throughout May it wm*in«l 
steady at about R10-10-0 This was duo to tho low stock position Tho next 
six weeks saw pnces at a slightly lower level round about B10 9-0 *t 
felt that Java had heavy stocks and was contemplating a reduct urn m A 
the dealers adopted a policy of wait and seo which caused a further ee mo

the highest quotation of the year, viz. ill 1-1-0, mainly as a result of tho 
extremely low stock position From the middle of December prices again 
began to fall and by the middle of February they dropped down to HI 0-5-6. 
The prmcipal cause of this decline is ascribed to the pressure of sales of 
laige quantities of Indian sugar and gut at cheap rates 

In the chart on the opposite page the price of Cuban raw sugar at New 
York and the course of prices in Calcutta of sugar, all cane, equal in colour 
to 25 D S and above, are compared. At the beginning of April 1932 Cuban 
raw sugar was quoted at 0 60 cent per lb. With slight fluctuations, the prices 
dropped down to 0 57 cent at the beginning of June. By the middle of the 
month, however, puces had risen to 0 80 cent, at which level they remain- 
ed till the end of the month In the first three weeks of July prices wero 
increasing sharply and on the 21st of July the quotation recorded was 1 10 
cents per lb. With a slight setback in the next week, prices went on in- 
creasing till by the 18th of August the quotation had risen to 1*18 cents 
It remained at this level for four weeks, but on the 15th of September it 
receded to 1 10 cents. By the end of the month it had agam gone up to 1 18 
cents The first week of October saw a slight relapse, but on the 13th of the 
month the highest quotation of the year viz 1 20 cents was recorded From 
that time, however, prices were more or less continually on the declme 
till the beginning of February when the quotation dropped to 0 66 cent 
Prices increased, to some extent, in February and March and by the 16th 
of March the quotation had gone up to 1 cent 

Imports of sugar all sorts, excluding molasses, decreased from 

516.000 tons in 1931-32 to 370,000 tons m 1932-33, thus showing a decline 
of 146,000 tons or 28 per cent The declme m value was from R6,01 lakhs

The total amount of beet sugar imported during the year was 41,000 
tons valued at Rs 42 lakhs as compared with 118,000 tons valued at 
Rl,25 lakhs m the precedmg year Imports from the United Kingdom in- 
creased from 19,000 tons valued at R23 lakhs m 1931-32 to 23,000 tons 
valued at R24 lakhs m 1932-33 Imports from Russia, on the other hand, 
went down from 68,000 tons valued at R66 lakhs to 9 000 tons valued 
at R9 lakhs Imports from Poland dried up completely and those 
from Germany amounted to 249 tons only as compared with 15,000 tons

m th Q preceding year Apart from the increase in acreage, tho main 
cause of the larger outturn m the year under review was the favourable weather 
condition m Bengal. It may be noted that the area under jute increased in 
spite of the propaganda for restriction of cultivation. The larger crop of the 
year under review aggravated the unhealthy conditions through which the 
jute trade was passing There was already a big carry-over of raw jute m the 
mofwsU in the hands of cultivators and middlemen. Added to this, there 
were the stocks with dealers in Calcutta who encouraged by the short-lived 
boom of November and December 1931 after the abandonment of the gold 
standard by Britain and the subsequent linking of the rupee with s terling , ha d 
obtained large stocks. Th u excessive supply weighed heavily on the market 
and depressed prices which were already at a low loveh Further the position 
was made much worse because the dealers had not the strength to hold their 
stocks off the market till a better demand arose. On the other h<tnd they 
adopted a policy of selling at very low prices and this demoralised the market 
completely At the end of the year it was estimated that the supply 
of raw jute in 1932-33 was 7 317 000 bales against 6 211 000 bales m 
1931-32 In other centres of the world also there were largo stocks of raw juto. 
Ah far as raw jute was concerned therefore the statistical position was dcfi 
mtely unfavourable Consequently prices were on a distinctly low level 
throughout the year under review In Calcutta tho \ car opened under tho 
gloom of protracted negotiations between tho Indian Jute Mills Association 
and tho non Association mills ovor tho question of working hours On tho 5th 
April 1932 jute Firsts per bale of 400 lbs wore soiling at R31-8-0 in tho 
Caloutta mnrkot The heavy pressure of largo stocks of old juto remaining 
with tho producers and middlemen effected the paces which slumped to 
R28-8-0 in the third week of April Reports of unfavourable w author condi 
tious slightly raised paces to 1129 m tho first two woeks of May but this up- 
ward tondonoy was very short-lived and paces foil precipitously in tho third 
week of May when the quotation dropped to R 27 -4-0 After that for nearly 
a month pneos fell vory rapidly and on June 14 R24 was rcconiod. From tho 
beginning of July a slow improvement set in and from that time onward till 
tho first week of Bep tomb or prices were generally on tho increase The ohiof 
cause of this improved position was tho optimistic fooling ruling throughout tho 
world as a result of the Lausanne Conference Tho success of tho cornerman 
operation m England also united in tho samo direction. Tho lowonng of tho 
rate of interest by tho Imponal Bonk of India at this tuno made holding easier 
tosomooxtont Throughout Julj pnccs remained steady round about R25- 1 0 
lor tho old crop with a premium of about 1U-8-0 for tho new crop lu 0 ust 
saw Ircah increases and R27 12-0 (old crop) and R29 (now crop) aero quoted 
on the 2nd This was duo to tomo extent to tho reported damage to tha 
standing crop Except for a short break in tho thud week of that month 
paces went on increasing continuously untd on the Oth of September tho 
quotation had risen to R38 for tho now crop This was tho highest quotation 
for tho jear In tho next week howoer tho pneo receded to RJ2 l-d a 
sharp fall of lib- 12-0 The reason for this was tho publication of tho GttJl 
juto forecast for 1932 indicating an outturn considerable in excess of th» 
expectation of tho trodo with a resultant bearish effect on tho market throuen 
out tho rest ol tho jear under review Demand also was \erj weak and ttu> 
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combined with the increased crop and the heavy stocks, led to falling prices 
throughout the next six months By the end of February 1933 the quotation 
had fallen to B23-8-0 a fall of 111 1-8-0 as compaied with the hist "week of 
Septembei In March 1933, howevci, theic was a slight impio\ement up to 
the thud week when the puce lose to 1127, but it again receded m the last 
week to R24-8-0 The slight improvement in March was due to the report 
of want of ram foi the new crop and the expectation of bcttei business on 
account of the American embargo on the expoit of gold and silvei 

The London puce per ton, c i f , foi ‘ First Marks 5 stood at £17-17-0 on the 
1st of Apnl From then the puce fell giadually until by the 22nd April the 
quotation was £15-17-6 In the follow ing w T eek there was a use to i 10-5-0, but 
tins mciease w.is short-lned and thioughout May the price was round about 
id a- 12-0 This was due to the beaush sentiment prevailing m Calcutta on 
account of the piotructed mill ncgotutionb In sy inpnthy with the Calcutta 
inatkei the quotation came down to £11-7-0 in the second week of June 
During the next few weeks the muiket was uregulai until on July 20 the new 
crop w r as quoted at £15-7 -(3 Throughout August and the beginning of Sep* 
tembei puces lose m sympathy with those in Calcutta The quotation on 
the 2nd of September was £19-2-0, the highest foi the ) eai Fiom that date 
till the beginning of Match prices were moie or less continually on the dot hue 
as in the Calcutta market, and the quotation dropped to £11 on the 3rd of 
March Tlieie wxis a rally in Maich which took prices up to £11-13-0, but 
the last week again saw a relapse to £1 1-12-0 

Arrivals of law jute in Calcutta and the neighbouring mill area during the 
(iscal year 1932-33 amounted to 7 7 million bales as compared with 7 3 million 
bales in the preceding y < ar E.xpoits abroad from Calcutta of xaw jute during 
the same penod were 3 million bales Armais dining the period fiom Dt 
July' 1932 to 30th June 1931 were 8 0 million bales as against 0 7 million bait i 
during the corresponding period of 1911-32 
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yarda m April 1932 By August those stocks had grown to 12 3 oioies of yards 
In the next three months, however they were considerably reduced and by 
November they amounted to only 0 S mores of yards The aubsequent months 
saw an mcreeso in stocks which amounted to 10 0 orore* of yards m March 
1935 On the whole however it may be said that the Btock position had 
improved to a fair extent, ae a result of the restnotiou policy followed by 
the Association, ^ ith decreasing Btooks prices of hessians and twills showed 
a decidedly satisfactory trend in comparison with the preceding reason. 

The total weight of raw and manufactured jute exported during the year 
amounted to 1248 000 tons or 7 000 tons leas than in the preceding year 
The total value declined from a little over BS3 orores in 1931 32 to newly 
fiSlJ ororcs in 1932 88 a drop of Rl^ crorea Raw jute accounted for 31 per 
cent of the value and ]ute manufactures for 6fi per cent as compared with 
84 per oent and 60 per cent respectively in the preceding year The following

Kingdom took neaily 10} millions as compaicd with 47} millions m the pre- 
ceding yeai Austialia, as usual, lcmamed the best maiket for gunny bags, 
her shaie also gomg up considerably fiom 08 millions to 99 millions Expoits 
to Java declined from 30 millions to 14 millions and to China fiom 28 millions 
to 25 millions Exports to Siam and Indo-Chma rose fiom 6 millions and 
5 millions to 12 millions and 9 millions respectively and to Japan from 5 millions 
to 9 millions. The shaies of othei countries showed slight variations 

Expoits of gunny cloth declined fiom 1,021 million yaids in 1931-32 to 
1,012 million yards m 1932-33, the decline m value being fiom R10, 45 lakhs 
Gunny cloth to ®10,24 lakhs Hessian gunny cloth decreased 

from 99G million yaids valued at R10, 05 lakhs in 
1931-32 to 986 million yaids valued at R9,86 lakhs m 1932-33 Sacking 
gunny cloth was almost the same m yaidage as m the pieceding year, bemg 
25 million yaids, but the value showed a decline of R2 lakhs fiom R40 lakhs 
to R38 lakhs.

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From the beginning of the yeai till the 10th June puces weie more 01 less 
continually on the decline From June till the beginning of September 
prices showed an upward tendency From this time to almost the end of 
the year puces were again more 01 less continually decreasmg The causes 
for these vanous movements may be briefly discussed 

The fall m the first two months of the financial year may be attributed 
to the foliowmg causes Firstly, the deadweight ol heavy stocks combined 
with the steady falling ofi in American consumption created a pool statistical 
position which depiessed the market Furthei, at the opening of the year 
theie was an unhealthy atmospheie in the maiket, as confidence was ludely 
shaken by lumouis that the American Faim Boaid mtended to commence an 
active selling policy abroad on easy ciedit terms These leports, though subse- 
quently denied, had the effect of unsettling the markets and causing prices 
to dee, hue The comparatively bullish sentiment m the market in the second 
of the two periods was due to repoits of unfavourable weather condi- 
tions and of weevil damage to the ciop Added to this, the Lausanne Agree- 
ment created a feeling of confidence in all markets, especially the stock and 
wheat markets and this had a bracmg effect on all the other markets, including 
cotton These two factors coupled with the low estimate of crop given out 
by the Buieau at the beg innin g helped to laise prices to a large extent In 
the last penod fiom September onwards to the close of the financial year 
prices declined, because, m the first place, the Bureau went on continually 
mcieasmg its crop estimate, upsetting the maiket gieatly, as the lattei was 
expecting a consideiably smallei ciop Fuithei the hopes engendered by the 
Lausanne Agreement weie, to a ceitam extent, diminished because of the 
subsequent complications regaidmg the settlement of War Debts and other 
important economic factois The miceitamties of the Piesidential election 
activities added then quota in the unsettling of the maikets The financial 
and banking ciisis in the United States ol Ameiica also tended to depiess 
all the maikets towaids the close of the yeai All these factois combined 
to depiess prices m the six months fiom Septembei onwaids Towaids the 
close of the financial yeai, howevei, the publication of the International 
Cotton Spinneis’ Federation giving hall yeaily figures of consumption of 
raw cotton strengthened the maiket, as the estimate indicated an 
increase in the consumption of American cotton m the woild as a whole 

Coming to a detailed analysis of the puce quotations as has been re- 
marked above, when the year opened the maiket was demoralised by the 
rumours that the American Faun Board mtended to commence an active selling 
policy abroad on easy ciedit teims Furthei, the failuie of the American 
Congiess to balance the budget was responsible to a large degiee foi the 
appreciation of steilmg in lelation to the dollai and the sharp use m ex- 
change had also a fuither distuibmg effect on the Liverpool maiket The 
yeai opened with a quotation of 1 81d per lb foi spot middling American in 
Liverpool and aftei a shoit lally to 5 d on the 15th of the month prices 
continued then downward course Conditions in l\Iay were haidly bettei , 
and this was due to veiy pool consumption in the Umted States bunging 
prices to lowei levels until the quotation diopped to I 0 dd on the 10th June 
From that date onwards there was a steadying tendency due to unfavourable 
weather lepoits and also the possibility of rveevil damage Theie was, 
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farther, an anticipation ol smaller acreage The strong upward movement 
during June culminated on the 8th July m a quotation of 4 87d. but 
subsequently there waa a sharp reaction and pncea declined to somo extent, 
in the last week of the month American pnoea made a good recovery duo 
mainly to the better tono in the New York stock exchange as a result of tho 
successful completion of the Lausanne Agreement and the success of tho 
British conversion operation This optimism was felt in other markets also 
each as for wheat and coupled with unfavourable reports regarding Weather 
conditions and weevil pncea of cotton showed on upward tendency The 
August Bureau report which gave the first official estimate of the outturn 
forecast a crop considerably less than the crop in the provious year which was 
what the market was expeotmg This gave an espeoial stimulus to price* and, 
farther reports of unfavourable weather conditions and weevil infestation, 
especially in the Eastern and Central Belts strengthened the tendenoy Tho 
result waa that pnoea went on increasing from week to week until tho 
highoat pneo of the year 0 67d was quoted on September 2 Tho Bureau 
report published at the end of the first week of September forocast a crop 
of 11 8 million bale* which was considerably above what the market expected 
The unfavourable weather conditions had given n*e to an expectation of 
lower yield but as this had been falsified pncea began to decline very 
sharply Tho Bureau report of October 8 further increased tho crop c*timato 
against the general expectation of trado and this produced a further declino 
in pnoe*. By the end of Ootober pnoos had droppod to 5*62d Tho 
beginning of November saw a fresh woakenmg of prices which touched 
5 39d on the 4th. Subsequently the quotation took on upward turn and roso 
to 5*61d on the 18th of November The improvement howovor was 
/ short-lived and pncea ogam showed a declining tendonoy towards tho 
end of the month Continued discussions of the various proposals for farm 
relief legislation, combined with tho uncertainties of tho trond of oxohan^o 
in. December and January produced a ohaoa ui tho market resulting in 
orratao quotations. By the beginning of February pncea hod fallen to 
4 94J Dunng tho noxt week prices rallied to 5 00J but tho banking ornis 
in tho United States soou after this brought down pnees and b> tho beginning 
of March tho quotation foil to 1 79d The publication of tho half j early 
figures of consumption of Amenoau cotton by the International Federation 
of Spinners created a hopeful outlook in tho markot os it showed on increase 
in the consumption of American cotton as compared with tho previous six 
months This put fresh Ufo into tho markot and prices roso in two week* 
to 5 2Gd In tho last two weeks of tho > oar howover thoj declined b) over 
10 points 

A* in the previous jear tho interesting feature regarding Indian cotton 
during the yoar undor nmow was tho higher parity for Indian staple cotton 
when compared with American cotton. The chief cause for this ln^h panty 
was probably tho expectation of a *trong demand for home consumption 
as tho mills woro expected to nroduco a very heal) yardage of cloth Mora 
over tho crop of tho ) ear under review v, as not a largo one and coupling thu 
with tho short crops of tho two precedm 0 seasons tho statutical jxinttoa 
may bo said to havo been a favourable one which made fur comparative y 
good pnoea, Tho consumption of Indian cotton m the home warUt M 
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considerable in recent yeais Moreover, tlie import duty on foreign cotton 
helped to laise the puce of Indian cotton to some extent All these 
factors suppoited the panty of Indian cotton, though at a slightly lower 
level than m the previous year This is bi ought out in the statement below 
which compares the prices at Liverpool of middling American and fine Broach 
and gives the percentage parity of Broach as compared with American cotton.

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Biom this statement it mil be seen that the panty stood at 91 pei cent on 
the 1st Apnl With a slight rise in the next week it went on decreasing slowly 
till on the 3rd of June it leached 91 4 Brorn then onwaids, with slight ups 
and downs, the panty rose to 95 6 on the 23rd of September There was again 
a decline up to the middle of Octobei when the parity fell to 92 6, but 
from the beginning of Novembei till the end of Bebiuaiy the parity figure 
remained about 94 to 95 In Maich, howevei, there uas a shaip decline 
and on the 31st March the figure dropped to S5 8 Bor the greater jiart of 
tho year, thciefoie, it will be seen that the parity v as lound about 91. 

Coming to a detailed analysis, the pnee of Broach M C4 Bully Good 
at Bombay stood at R187 pei candy of 784 lbs on tho 1st of April 3932 Tho 
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unsold stooks at tto port* were gradually morea*mg a* n result ol the 
obMnce of demand from abroad among out of the high pant) of Indian 
ootton and na this oombmed with the lessened demand for local consumption 
pnoes tended to fall There were a few rallies on occasions due mostly to 
speculative buying by bazar operators but these were of very bnof duration. 
The position became worse on the receipt of reports that the null situation 
had been deteriorating in America Japan and also in Europe All these 
factors oombmed to depress price* and these dropped to R160 on June 2 
About this time in sympathy with the pnoee of American cotton price# 
took an upward turn in the Bombay market also and by the middle of the 
month they had reached R157 8-0 The improved economic outlook created 
by the Lausanne Confereno© which hod acted os a stimulant to the world 
markets had its effect on. Indian paces also and m sympathy with 
American ootton the prices of Broach cotton vent on increasing till b\ the 
2nd of September the quotation had reached R244-8-0 Tho decision of 
the Government of India to refer to the Tariff Board the question of 
granting additional protection to tho Indian mill industry on socount of 
the Japaneso competition had an additional bullish effect on the market. 
Further, the Japanese shipper* increased their purchases as there was a fear of 
a further lowering of the rupee y«* exchange From September to February 
however in sympathy with the American prices Indian paces also declined 
considerably From R244-8-0 on the 2nd September the prices dropped to 
R199 on the 14th of October There was a alight rally which took prices 
s aok to R21S on the 27th October and they remained near about this level 
all the middle of November From that tune onwards howovtr pnccs 
showed a continually sagging tendency and by tho 3rd of March tho quota 
taon had dropped to R175-4-0 Tho nso in American pnccs at tho beginning 
of March was also reflected in Indian pace* whion rose to R 187-8 on tho 
17th March. By 31st March however prices had ogam fallon to R171 8 
Th© comparatively high panty of Indian cotton led to its gradual 
replacement by Amencan cotton in Japau and in tho Orient in general 
Tho world consumption of Indian cotton for tho 12 months ending 
January 31 1933 amounted to just over 4 million baits and Has far short 
of tho normal onmml consumption of 5J million bales Tho high parity thus 
discouraged the consumption of Indian cotton abroad. Consequently ex 
ports of Indian cotton naturally decreased m tho year under review os com 
pared with tho preceding vcor Exports of Indian cotton in 1932 33 amounted 
to 2 063 000 bales as compared with 2 3G9 000 bales in 1931 J2 and 
4 070 000 boles m 1929-30 and 1933 33 gave the low^t figure of «j»ort 
m the post War peaod The valuo of tho exports amounted to K20 U laUu 
as compared with R23 15 lakhs m tho preceding year Japan us u , ' 
was India’s biggest customor and her share amounted to 1 Odo 0w bates 
valued at Rll 12 lakhs as compared with 1 0S0 090 bales valued at 
Rll 05 lakhs in tho preceding year China took only Ml 000 "f * VJ U ” 1 
at R1 33 lakhs as compared with 437 000 bales valued at ^ ,

laUrs m tho preceding vear Exports to Italy declined from , I 
bales valued at R1 62 lakh* in 1931 32 to KO000 bale* valued at HI 
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lakhs m 1932-33, Exports to Belgium, Eiance and Spam rose from 121,000, 
81,000 and 45, OO'O bales to 129,000, 124,000 and 52,000 bales respectively

The expoits of Indian piecegoods declined fiom 105 million yaids to 66 
million yaids m quantity and fiom 113,24 lakhs to 112,09 lakhs m value Ex- 
ports to most of the countiies showed consideiable decicases Pcisia took 
only 8 million yaids m tho yeai imdei leview as compaied with 20 million 
yards in the preceding year Similarly, exports to Ceylon amounted to 13 
million yards m 1932-33 as compared with 17 million yards m 1931-32 The 
shares of Iraq, Tanganyika Teintory and Arabia declined irom 13, 11 and 6 
million yards in 1931-32 to 5, 6 and 4 million yaids lespectively in 1932-33 
The shares of most otheL countiies also showed declines 

The total value of the piecegoods exported in 1932-33 declined from R3,24 
lakhs to R2,09 lakhs Grey goods accoimted for III 3 lakhs, coloured goods 
111,95 lakhs and white goods for a little over HI lakh

Tie moreaae was primarily due to the eiceptionally 
favourable onmatio conditions in the Booara and to a less extent, in Sylhet 
nad to the definite policy of quite a number of large producers of common 
teas to pluck coarse in order to reduce the coat of production In ApnJ and 
the first half of May a drought waa experienced in oil distnots except Sylhot 
and Cachar, but good rains in tho second half of May more than made up 
for tho damage done Tho production of those two months was slightly more 
than in tho corresponding period of the previous yoar In gonora! there wiu 
an moreoso of 2f million lb« whereas July showed a doorcase of 1 million lbs

In 1932-33 87 per cent of the total quantity of tea pioduced in India 
was exported overseas 

The auction sales of tea at Calcutta commenced on the 6th June 1932 
and altogether there weie 34 sales during the season, the same number as in 
the piecedmg season The number of packages of tea sold dunng the 1932-33 
season (excluding dust, second hand and damaged teas) amounted to 
773,000 as compaied with 746,000 m 1931-32 The aveiage price of

Thia downward movement for about 
a month was the reeult of a weak and consistently falling market in London 
where huge stocks had been acting as a deadweight On the 11th July an 
improvement though short lived raised the pnoe level by 7 p to Cat due 
to more invoices of good tea from Darjeeling hut soon it came down to 5 at 
10 p and showed a downward teudenoy which continued until the price came 
to as low a level as 4 as 3 p on the 26th September This was the 
lowest pnoe recorded for the year under review The ohief reasons for 
this collapse were the ever increasing supplies and large offers of bad 
The first three weeks of October saw a slight improvement and

The production of cleaned nee in 1932-33 was 2,333,000 tons less than 
m the preceding year Exports of rice and paddy showed a decline of 484,000 
tons as compared with 1931-32 Of the impoitant rice growing provinces, 
Burma alone possesses a laige exportable suiplus The total exports from 
Burma m 1932-33 weie 1,657,000 tons as compaied with 2,134,000 tons 
m the preceding year and hei share of the total foreign exports of rice 
from India was 88 pei cent m 1932-33 as compaied with 90 per cent m 1931- 
32 Bengal contubuted 6 pei cent and Madias 4 per cent as against 5 and 
3 pei cent respectively in the pi eceding yeai Exports from Incba, including 
Burma, formed 6 per cent of the total estimated production as compared with. 
7 per cent m the preceding year 

Prices of rice during the yeai 1932-33 leached a new low level as com- 
pared even with the disastrously low level of the preceding year This low 
level was largely due to the general depression which affected the prices of 
agricultural commodities very seriously, but the rice trade had its own peculiar 
difficulties affecting prices at different periods during the year These causes 
may be studied m some detail 

Prices of nee m 1932-33 w r ere on the average very low and the steady 
decline throughout the last six months of the year is specially noteworthy 
In the first half of the year prices were comparatively higher and the market 
generally firm The chief reasons for this favourable position m that 
period were a crop shortage m Japan, floods m China and comparatively 
smaller exportable surpluses available from the 1931-32 crops m the principal 
nee growing countries, mz , Burma, Siam and Indo-Chma The Japanese ciop 
for the year 1931-32 showed a considerable deficit Although a very heavy 
carry-over compensated this deficiency to some extent, it was anticipated by 
the trade that the Japanese demand would expand The Chinese crop of -1931 
w r as 15 to 20 per cent below the average for all China as a result of Roods and, 
though she had heavy stocks from the preceding year’s crop, they were not 
sufficient to make up for the current deficit The combined exportable surplus 
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of Bunn a Indo- Chinn and Siam urns also less than in the preceding year Th6 
exportable surplus of Burma was 2 483 000 tons of cleaned nco from tho 1031 
crop whioh was chiefly exported m 1932 33 as compared with 3 153 000 tons 
from the 1930 crop The position, bo far as supply during the first half of tho 
year went, was therefore sound. But demand was very weak and prices did 
not therefore rise to any considerable extent. Tho chief reasons for this 
were that the principal consuming countries such as the East Indies Malaya 
and Java had been very hard hit hy the depression m their staple exports 
nr., tin, rubber and tea, and could not therefore purchase ncc m largo 
quantities even at the comparatively low prices of the year During the 
second half of the year pnoes collapsed completely This was ohioflv duo 
to the fact that the prospects of the new crop were favourable m all tho 
chief producing countries threatening a hca\ y production of ncc. Beponfl 
from Japan and China indicated good crops and the crop forecasts of a 
most all tho ncc- growing countries in the East showed defimto increases. 
Before the estimates were out weather reports had tho usual o fleet upon 
prices. Throughout tho period weather report had beeu fa\ourablo ana 
pnocs therefore tended to fall Tho other factors which helped in depress 
mg tho prices were tho gradual weakening of tho Chinese demand and a 
decline in the prices of silver Another factor which also affected demand o 
a certain extent was tho effort on tho part of certain importing countries 
divert activities towards tho production of foodcrops in plnco of unnmunc r 
ativo cash crops This to specially obvious in tho import situation i in 
Netherlands India.

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It -mU be seen from the table that Chum, which was India a beat customer 
m the preceding year reduced her demand by 165 000 tons to 262,000 
ons. Similarly the Straits Settlements and Sumatra took only 224 000 tom? 
m the year under review as compared with 329 000 tons m the preceding 
year The Netherlands and Germany bought only 64 00D and 168 000 
tons in 1982-33 as compared with 158 000 and 262 000 tons m 1931 32 
The shares of J ava and Malaya aa well as Poland also deelm ed considerably 
On the other hand Ceylon took only a slightly wmaTIpr quantity than nr 
the preceding year whereas the United Kingdom and Japan increased 
their purchases by 126 000 and 74 000 tons respectively Jt it interesting to 
note also that the coastwise exports of nee not m the huah from Burma to 
India proper dnnng 1932 33 amounted to 930 000 tons as compared with 
1 086 000 tons in the preceding year thus showing a decrease qf 160 000 
tons. 


The world wheat trade bad a set-back m the year under review and the 
high hopes entertained at the close of the last year for tho long looked for ro- 
Whf*t (114 iftkhs) cover)' were not realised. The chief cause for this 
state of affairs was tho tendency of most of tho 
countries to put heavy tariffs on imports of wheat or to reduce its import a 
turn by quotas etc By this process they protected them own agriculturists 
to Bomo extent and partially or completely isolated their markets The 
depression m the world market has deepened considerably and if this 
process continues indefinitely adjustment between demand and supply will 
he very difficult to achieve In the meantime stock* have been accumu 
la ting all the world over The stock* on August 1 1932 wero considerably 
larger than at the same date in the previous year when tficy wore already 
at an excessive figure It has been estimated by the trade that the stocks 
on August I 1932 in the chief countries amounted to 82 million fiusfhfs 
oa compared with 7G million bushels on tho same date in the preceding year 
The chief centre where tho stocks had accumulated grcatl) was the United 
States of America where they had increased from 40 million hudi< h to 46 
milli on bushels Tho United States of America however was not actively 
engaged m tho export trade m wheat and compintiu Iv speaking thr*< figures 
had not therefore qm to tho same effect on international trade Thes^hcJi) 
world stocks were not however the result of a bumper crop The worl Is 
wheat crop of 1932 excluding tho crops of Russia and China wm practical! r 
the same as in 1931 but owing to the stiffcaiagcf tariffs, the effect of this crop 
had been more depressing than m the preceding \ car Further tlirgcogrnphi

Indian wheat behind a high tariff wall on tho one aide and with a produc 
toon about equal to her own requirements on the other was cot off from tho 
international mrhete during the year under review Tho isolation wu* so 
complete that the movement of wheat prices in India romamod more or less 
unaffected during the greater part of the year by movements m world pnee*. 
This is beat illustrated by the fact that while at Liverpool pnoea of Jlamtoba

The following tables illustrate the direction of India’s trade in two different 
aspects Tables A, B and C show the shares of the various foreign countries 
m India’s total trade and Tables D and E analyse the trade in selected commo- 
dities or groups of commodities m order to indicate the shares of the countries 
chiefly interested in each The values given m these tables are based on 
actual declared values which represent unadjusted money values, v.o., 
values on which no allowance has been made for the changing pnce levels 
An adjustment of this nature has been carried out in respect of the total 
trade under imports and exports for a number of years on the basis of the 
average declared values in 1913-14 and the results are exhibited in the 
table on page 17 of this Review Similar computations, however, have 
not been worked out for trade with separate countries. The mam features 
of these tables have also been illustrated m Chart No 8 prefixed to this 
Review

United Kingdom (Imports 1148,80 lakhs, Experts B38.40 lakhs) —The 
value of the total trade of India with the United Kingdom amounted to 1107,29 
lakhs, a decline of R2 32 lakhs in comparison with 1031 33 Thu decline 
vras duo to a heavy fall on the export aido the import trade showed 
a relative, improvement Tho reduction on the export side was one of 110,31 
lakhs (from 1144 80 lakhs to R38 49 lakhs) while in tho coso of imports there 
was on improvement of 113 99 lakhs (from R44 81 lakhs to R48 80 lakhs) 
Among the imported articles cotton manufactures forming 29 per cent (as 
against 22 per cent in 1931 32) of the total imports, showed tho largest increase 
the recorded value for 1932-33 having been It 14,2 2 lakhs fl» compared with 
B9 88 lakhs in tho preceding year Tho bulk of tho increase under this head 
occurred under pioccgoods, tho receipts of which amounted to 097 undion _ 
yards valued at IU 1,90 lakhs as against 383 million yards valued at «T ™ 
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lakhs m 1931-32 Cotton twist and yarn showed a relatively small mciease 
viz., from Rl,22 lakhs to Rl,32 lakhs in value and from 11*9 million lbs 
to 13*4 million lbs in quantity. The increase under piecegoods was noticeable 
undei all the descriptions, viz , giey, white and coloured, imports of which 
advanced respectively from 60 million yards to 111 million yards, from 207 
million yards to 281 million yards and from 110 million yards to 194 milli on 
yaids The mam features of India’s trade in cotton manufactures have been 
discussed in detail in Chapter II In other descriptions of textiles improve- 
ments, although mdividually of much smaller significance, were noticeable 
undei silk yarn, goods of silk mixed with other materials, artificial silk yarn, 
piecegoods of cotton and artificial silk and woollen manufactures. The slump 
in the trade in iron and steel, which continued into the year under review, 
was responsible for a further decline in the imports in this line from the United 
Kingdom from R3,40 lakhs to R2,71 lakhs Imports of machmery and mill- 
work advanced from R7,73 lakhs to R7,81 lakhs, owing mainly to improve- 
ments under sugar and cotton machmery Imports of hardware were valued 
at ft 9 1 lakhs as against R96 lakhs m 1931-32 There was an increase of 
R25 lakhs (from R91 lakhs to Rl,16 lakhs) under motor vehicles This 
increase was due mainly to larger importation of motor cars, the number of 
whioh amounted to 3,958 as against 2,178 imported m 1931-32 , the 
number of omnibuses imported rose from 435 to 517, but the value dropped 
fiom ftl4 lakhs to ItlO lakhs Imports of instruments and apparatus were 
valued at ftl,94 lakhs, an increase of ftll lakhs in comparison with the 
precedmg year Imports of paper and pasteboard advanced from 814,000 
cwts. valued at R76 lakhs to 962,000 ewts valued at R80 lakhs, while 
those of provisions declined by Rll lakhs to Rl,40 lakhs. Imports of sugar 
increased by 12,000 tons in quantity and by RIO lakhs m value, the con- 
signments having amounted to 35,000 tons valued at R38 lakhs There 
was a heavy drop m the imports of tobacco, viz , from 3 million lbs valued at 
Rl,30 lakhs m 1930-31 and 1*5 million lbs valued at R62 lakhs m 1931-32 to 
1*1 milli on lbs valued at R34 lakhs m the year under review 

The prmcipal articles exported to the United K i ngdom were, as usual, 
tea (R14,78 lakhs), hides and skins (R4,93 lakhs), jute raw and manufactured 
(R3,99 l akhs ), raw cotton (Rl,61 lakhs), foodgrains (Rl,44 lakhs), seeds (Rl,24 
lakhs), and raw wool (Rl,06 lakhs) These artioles, taken together, represented 
about 75 per cent of the total exports to the United Kingdom during 1932-33, 
as compared with 80 per cent m 1931-32 Exports of tea mcreased from 291 
milli on lbs to 331 milli on lbs m quanity, but the value decreased from R16,93 
l akhs to R14,78 lakhs. The total weight of raw and manufactured jute ex- 
ported declined by 26,000 tons in quantity and by R98 lakhs m value. Des- 
patches of raw jute declined from 154,000 tons valued at R3,ll lakhs to 
130,000 tons valued at R2,24 lakhs and those of jute bags from 48 millions 
to 46 millions in number and m value from Rl,14 lakhs to Rl,07 lakhs. The 
yardage lecorded under gunny cloth also declined from 62 millions to 57 
millions and the value from R70 lakhs to R63 lakhs Under hides and skins, 
there was a decline m the exports of the tanned or dressed varieties from 
14,800 tons valued at R4,85 lakhs to 13,700 tons valued at R4,36 lakhs , 
the quantity of the raw desonptions deohned from 3,900 tons to 3,500 tons 
but the value showed an increase of R5 lakhs fiom R51 lakhs to R56 lakhs. 
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Exporta of raw skins of non Indian origin declined in quantity from 334 tons 
to 207 tons and in value from R81 lakhs to R20 Ink Tib. Shipments of raw 
cotton slightly advanced from 29 700 tons (109 000 bales) valued at 111 54 v 
l akh s to 29,800 tons (167 000 bales) valued at Rl 61 lakhs Despatches of 
raw wool dropped from 35*3 million lbs valued at R2 50 lakhs to 27 8 milli on 
lbs valued at Rl 08 lakhs Exporta of oilseeds contracted from 141 000 
tons valued at Rl 90 lakhs to 82 000 tons valued at Rl 24 lakhs The reduc 
tion oconned m ainly under groundnuts, shipments of which fell off from 
78 000 tons valued at Rl,15 lakha to 32 000 tons valued at R58 lakhs. The 
decrease under this head was supplemented by reductions under cotton and 
of rape seed, of whi c h the quantity shipped amounted to 1 500 tons and 10 700 
tons as against 10 700 tons and 14 400 tons respectively in 1931-32 Castor 
seed also accounted for a decrease of 500 tons, cts. from 23,200 tons to 22 700 
tons There was, however a slight increase in the exports of linseed which 
rose from. 14 100 tons to 14 300 tons. Exports of foodgraina advanced 
from 107 000 tons (R75 lakhs) to 224 000 tons (Rl 44 lakhs) mainly as a 
result of an increase undor noe from 51 000 tons (R40 lakhs) to 177 000 
tons (Rl 10 lakhs) There were no exports of wheat during the year Mention 
has also to be made of an increase of 30 000 tons m quantity and of R15 
lakhs in value under metals and ores The increase was particularly 
noticeable under pig lead, the shipments of which advanced from 39 000 
tons valued at Rl 04 lakhs to 48 000 tons valued at Rl 18 lakhs Chromite 
(chrome iron ore) also showed an increase from 3 800 tons (Rl lakh) to 0 300 
tons (R2 lakhs) and pig iron from 09 000 tons (R24 lakhs) to 76 000 tons 
(R20 lakhs) The quantity of manganese ore exported advanced from 
54 000 tons to 55 000 tons, but the value dropped from R10 lakhs to R14 
lakhs There was a doorcase under wolfram ore from 3 400 tons (1150 lakhs) 
to 3 100 tons (R50 lakhs) Shipments of paraffin wax amounted to 8 000 
tons valued at R37 lakhs os against 17 0 00 tons valued at R70 lakhs m 
1931-32 Exports of lao fell from 100 000 owts (R45 lakhs) to 105 000 owta. 
(R33 lakhs) Among other articles, spices showed an increase in quantity 
with a decrease in value Raw rubber mica, teakwood and raw tobacco 
showed decreases while woollen carpets and raw hemp showed inorcases 
Ocylan (Impcrt* Rl.70 lakhs, Exporfj 110,82 lakhj) — There was a 
further decline in the trade with Ceylon from 119 33 lakhs to R8 58 lakhs. 
Though the import trade increased from Rl 37 lakhs to Rl 78 lakhs exports 
decreased from R7 90 lakhs to 110 82 lakhs. On the import side increases 
occurred mainly under coconut oil and copra seed Imports of coconut oil 
which had amounted to 3,298 (XX) gallons valued at R43 lakhs in 1931 32 
increased considerably and amounted to 0 619 000 gallons valued at R79 
lakhs. Imports of copra incroasod from 1,200 tons (R2 lakhs) to 12 COO tons 
(1123 lakhs) Tea recorded a doorcaso from 2 7 million lbs. valued at R18 
lakhs to 2 million lbs. valued at R13 lakhs Decreases were also noticeablo 
under jute gunny bags groin pulso and flour raw hides and skins and 
rubber On the export tide the main item was nee not in the husk ship- 
ments of win oh declined from 410 000 tons to 391 000 tons m quantity and 
from R3 07 lakhs to R3 40 lakhs in \nlue. Exports of raw rubber declined 
from 1 8 milli on lbs valued at R7 lakhs to 0*8 million lbs valued at R-I 
1 nVhn_ Exports of fish (excluding canned fish) decreased from 232 000 cwU. 
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valued, at R42 lakhs to 206,000 ewts valued at R36 lakhs. There was also 
a decline of 6,300 tons in quantity and of R7 lakhs m value undei 
manuies, shipments of which amounted to 12,100 tons valued at R8 lakhs 
This was supplemented by a decline of It9 lakhs under oilcakes, exports 
amounting to 22,000 tons valued at R17 lakhs Despatches of chdlies 
amounted to 151,000 cwts as against 147,000 cwts but the improvement 
on the quantity side was accompanied by a decrease in value, fiom R21 
lakhs to R19 lakhs Shipments of coal leceded fiom 273,000 tons (R33 
lakhs) to 169,000 tons (R20 lakhs) Exports of tea, on the othei hand, 
advanced fiom 2 9 million lbs valued at R20 lakhs to 3*5 million lbs valued 
at R23 lakhs There weie decreases under cotton manufactures, provisions 
and oilman’s stoies and undei living animals and increases under fruits and 
vegetables and foddci, bran and pollaids 

Straits Settlements (Imports R2,79 lakhs. Exports R3,67 lakhs) — The 
transactions with this countiy lesulted in a decline of R8 lakhs (fiom R2,87 
lakhs to R2,79 lakhs) undei imports and of Rl,07 lakhs (fiom R4,74 lakhs 
to R3,67 lakhs) under expoits. On the import side, spices accounted for a 
decline of R21 lakhs Imports of beteinuts amounted to 995,000 cwts valued 
at R991 lakhs as against 989,000 cwts valued at Rl,22 lakhs m 1931-32 
and those of other kinds of spices to 20,000 cwts valued at R10 lakhs as against 

19.000 cwts valued at Rll lakhs Receipts of tin unwiought advanced fiom

was a decieaso of about R5 lakhs undei mineral oils, the total impoits of which

Australia (Imports Rl,07 lakhs. Exports R3,90 lakhs).— The total trade

from 97,500 cwts valued at R16 lakhs m 1931-32 to 113,000 cwts valued 
at R20 lakhs m 1932-33 Imports of raw wool showed an improvement from 
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3 a million, lbs valued at HIB loklis to 3 1 milkon li» valued at S18 loilu 
Import* of provisions also moreasad from B13 lakhs to B18 lakha. On the 
export si do tho bulk of tho morease ooeurred under ]ute mamifaotura. Gunny 
bugs odvanoed from G8 millions valued at B2 18 lakhs to 99 miliums valued 
at B2 96 lakhs Shipmenta of gunny cloth unproved m quantity from 20 
mfllfon yards to 25 million yard* and in value from B28 lakhs to B30 lakhs 
Shipmenta of tea declined from 2 5 million lbs. valued at Rl3 lakhs to 1 6 
million lbs valued at R8 lakha.

Balance o£ Trade and Movements o£ Treasure. 

I — Balance op Trade 

India normally enjoys a favourable balance of trade, the value of the exports 
of merchandise bemg in excess of that of her imports. In the five pre-Wai 
years the aveiage surplus of exports over imports of private merchandise 
amounted to R78 crores In the five post-Wai yeais ended 1923-24 the surplus 
was B53 crores It rose to B113 cioies in the next qmnquenmum In 
1931-32, concurrently with the fall m the exports of merchandise, the favour- 
able balance was veiy much leduced and amounted to R35 croies, which, 
except foi the two years 1920-21 and 1921-22 in both of which India was 
laced with an adveise balance, was the lowest for over 20 years The position 
during the year under leview was even woise The trade figuies for the 
year show that exports further declined, while the imports weie a little bettei 
than in the preceding year As a lesult, the surplus of India’s exports over 
imports of pnvate merchandise dropped down to B3 crores only The follow- 
ing table shows the imports and expoits of private merchandise and the 
balance of trade m merchandise duimg each month of the year 1932-33 —

Aden Arabia the Bahrein Islands and Iraq together supplied to 
the value of RSI lnkh« aa compared with R1.21 lakhs in 1931 33 The supplies 
from Ceylon remained practically unchanged at RfiH bikhs while those from 
tho Union of South Afnoa dropped from RSO lakhs to RQ lakhs Tho con 
signmenta from the United Kingdom fell considerably boing valued at only 
114 000 as against R25 lakhs in 1931 32 

Exports of gold advanced from R61 croros to R07 ororea of which tho 
United Kingdom took to tho value of 1139 ororcs tho United States of 
America R23 ororea and tho Motherlands R1 crows os compared with 1U8 
crorea R7 crows and R3 ororea respectively m 1931 33 Vs m tho preceding 
two years, there were no transactions in gold on Govornmont account. 

Tho pneo of gold ready at Bombay remained quiet at about R26-13-0 
per tola during the first three weeks of Vpnl From tho end of that month 
following on the depreciation of the pound sterling, a gradual improvement 
took place with slight reactions and the pace advancod to 1132 1-6 per tow on

In the begmurng of April, 1932 the puce of silver m London was quoted 
at about 17 Id per ounce Owing to lack of demand, the puce diopped to 
15 jd. on 13th Apnl, this being the low r est since October, 1931 Throughout 
the remainder of the month and during May, Juno and July price fluctuations 
weie coulmed to the neighbourhood of 17d., but m the following month a shaip 
recovery took place, raising the rate to ISjjjd. on the 11th August After 
re-actmg to 17 $ d on the 13th August the price giadualiy improved to 18 
on the bth September This level was not maintained and foi the re- 
mainder of the month and dunng Oetobei and November the puces langed 
around 18d. A fresh weakness niaiked the prices m December and lumours 
of the possibility of a reduction m the import duty by the Indian Government 
carried the puces down to 16gd on the 29fch December Towaid the end of 
the yeai, the talks of a rehabilitation of silver as a cuirency basis and sugges- 
tions that a poition of tho Wai Debt payments might be accepted m terms of 
silver brought about an improvement m prices which rose to 18-^-d on 9th 
Mai ch, weakening down to 17 }d on the 31st March
